Continuation, of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Mitscher is dropped in view of applicant's 
arguments and declarations. Raskin does teach that chloroform (page 3, paragraph 15) is used to extract the roots (example 6, paragraph 
65) of Echinacea purpurea (page 29, left column, line 13). Applicant's claims are the same as Raskin. The plant is the same, the solvent i 
the same and the part of the plant is the same. The process is known. In paragraph 9 of Raskin it is also stated that the solvent extract 
comes from roots or leaves (aerial parts and that the extracts have therapeutic activity meaning that they are administered to a patient as 
in the claims. The 35 USC 112, first and second paragraph rejections are dropped. The other rejections are maintained for the reasons of 
record . 
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
